SLOW FREIGHT CREWS 


WOULD RE RENEFITTED 


Acceptance of Offer Will 


Nol Affect Request For 


Increase. 


Cleveland, Nov. 24.—Five hundred 


general chairmen of the four railroad 
brotherhoods met here today to consider 
the overtime 
proposal submitted by 


Walker D. Hines, director general of 
railroads. The conference is expected 
to last three days. 
' Appointments of committees, presen- 
tation of credentials and other prelim- 
inary work occupied most of today's ses- 
sion. 
. Grand Chief Warren S. Stone, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
presided. The other organizations rep- 
resented are the trainmen, conductors 
and firemen. 
The chairmen were called together by 
their chiefs to consider Director Gen- 
eral Hines' offer of time and a half for 
over time in slow freight service and a 
standard rule for crews away 
from 
home terminals beyond a given period. 
The' director general would grant 
time and=one half for overtime' earned 
in freight service making less than 12% 
miles per hour; provided arbitrary al- 
lowances now given in many of the 
schedules are eliminated. 
Different "away from home rules" 


are in effect on man^j railroads and Mr. 
Hines' proposition is a uniform 16-hour 
run for all crews held away from home 
terminals. 
Acceptance or rejection of the direc- 
tor general' offer of time and a half 
for over time in slow freight service 
will have no bearing on the request of 
the trainmen and firemen for a general 
-wage i-crease. 
From an authoraitative source it is 
learned that the four chief executives of 
the railroad brotherhoods approve the 
offer of Mr. Hines and it is believed 
that after it is fully discussed and un- 
derstood by the general chairmen it will 
be accepted.

.he. maximum sentence of 20 years. 
Delehanty's indictment .followed a leg- 
slative investigation of alleged bribery. 
The indictment charged Delehanty with 
soliciting a bribe of ?500 from Dr. Rus- 
sell H. Skeels, of Delaware, lobbyist for 
:he chiropractors' association which was 
jacking a non-medical practice bill in 
the legislature and with offering a bribe 
of-?2.COO to Senator Howell Wright, of 
Cleveland, to induce Wright to with- 
draw his opposition to the bill. 
Though Delehanty's plea of guilt and 
his sentence to the penitentiary would 
:iave automatically unseated him as a 
member of the legislature, he had pre- 
sented, his resignation to Governor Cox 
Before confessing his guilt. 
Delehanty will thus lose his last 
year's salary of §1;000 as a legislator,- 
though he still has coming to him mile- 
age which State Auditor Donahey fig- 
ures may be approximately $240.

Hope to Rescue Part of 


Crew of 18 Though High 
Seas Prevented Life Sav- 
ing Operations. 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Nov. 24.— 
Hope that at least some of the members 
of the crew of IS of the lumber laden 
steamer Myron, owned by W. O. Blodg- 
ett, of Bay City, which foundered near 
White Fish Point in the terrific gale 
which swept Lake Superior Saturday 
and yesterday, would be rescued, -was 
held out today by marine men here and 
captains of steamers who passed this 
point. Boats that ventured down from 
the White Fish shelter yesterday and 
last night brought reports of men being 
seen clinging to wreckage or lashed to 
flotsam from the Myron, although at- 
tempts to rescue them in the midst of 
the normous seas were futile. 
It was believed that some of the crew 


who thus 'escaped from the foundering 
steamer might drift ashore and be re- 
vived by the patrolling coast guards de- 
spite their long exposure and terrible 
buffeting by the great waves. 
' Word was awaited from the United 
States sub chaser 438, which spent th'c 
night sweeping White Fish Bay and 
out to the point in search of life boats. 
Wreckage from the Myron continued 
this morning to come ashore in 'gi'eat 
quantity, including parts of the cabins 
and upper "works, while the entire bay 
Ms strewn with the lumber cargo of the 
'boat, and of her consort, the Miztoc, 
-which was reported to have gone in'.o. 
shelter by an unidentified steamer. 


Washington, Nov. 24.—Operators and 


miners of the central competitive bitu- 
minous coal field marked time today in 
their negotiations for a new wage scale 
while awaiting a decision" by Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Garfield as to what portion, 
if any, wage advance should be passed 
on to the public. 


When the wage scale committee met 


this morning, the operators obtained an 
adjournment until tomorrow at which 
time they expect Jyv. Garfield would be 
prepared to make a statment based oil 
further investigation of facts connected 
with the coal industry. 
Two separate 


proposals are before the 
committees. 


One is the offer of the operators for 
an increase of 20 per cent for day work 
and 15 cents a ton for mining and the 
other is the demand of the miners for 
a wage increase of 40 per cent and a 
seven hour day. 


Though the flat rejection of threes 


separate proposals for increasing the 
compensation of miners which were pre- 
sented in turn by the operators, the 
miners and finally by Secretary of 


labor Wilson left the conference fac- 
ng a possible break, hopes were held 
ut that Fuel Administrator Garfield 
vould settle the controversy by fixing 
the definite limit on tlie advance he 
vill allow in bituminous coal prices. 
Operators have challenged the cor- 
'ectness of Secretary Wilson's compro- 
mise suggestion for a 31 per cent ad- 
vance in wages as necessary to meet 
he high cost of living. 


However, the miners have accepted it 


provided 
their working day can be 
shortened -to seven hours instead of 
eight, the present standard.

•eply today to the American note de- 
manding the immediate release of Jen- 
tins, who was re-arrested last Tuesday 
on additional charges in connection 
vith his abduction by bandits.- A dis- 
patch bearing on ihe Jenkins case was 
eceived yesterday at the Mexican em- 
jassy and it was assumed that this was 
Mexico's reply. While there has been 
10 indication as to Mexico's attitude a 
refusal to release the consular 
agent 


would not come as a surprise. 
The American demand was delivered 
to the Mexican foreign office last Wed- 
nesday but as late as last Friday Jen: 
kins still was held at Puebla and so 
far as the state department has been 
advised he has not been released. 


PLANTS ARE CLOSED 
BY SHORTAGE OF COAL 


Chicago, Nov. 24.—Industrial plants 
all over the middle west continued to 
close down today, fuel supplies to pub- 
lic utilities were curtailed further and 
regional coal committee advised indi- 
viduals to save coal as the nation wide 
strike of bituminous miners entered 
its 24th day. 
The only large producing center re- 
sorting an improvement during the last 
24 hours was West Virginia where the 
output in the non union fields of the 
southern part of the state was said by 
the operators to be normal. 
In the bituminous fields of Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois the 
miners apparently were determined to 
remain idle until a settlement is reached 
by the conference at Washington. 


At Indianapolis manufacturrs agreed 
to close their factories three days a 
week beginning today until the coal 
shortage is relieved. In Chicago there 
was a shut off in street cars.

It is stated that Coroner Cunningham 


believes that arrests are due, that cer- 
tain persons at least should be made to 
account for every minute of October 8, 
the day the boy disappeared. 
At any rate, arrests on suspicion at 
least are expected during the week. 
Three theories are-entertained, all em- 
bracing murder. The first is that the 
child was murdered near the edge of the 
Dacosta deer fields, in or near the de- 
serted house the man was supposed to 
have occupied, and after darkness taken 
to -the edge of the Folsom swamp where 
the body was found. 
The second is that the same action 
was committed at the Folsom swamp 
during the day, within an hour or two 
of the child's disappearance. 
The third theory is to the effect that 


the unidentified writer of the letter 
signed "J. P.," which came to the par- 
ents from Newark, .N. J., murdered the 
child in revenge for the presumed hat- 
red against Edward .H. White, a mem- 
ber of town council, who had prose'cuted 
strikers, and that the letter Stating that 
the writer had the child in his posses- 
sion was sent to • cause searching to 
cease.

1918 Were $1,124,094,899, Aggregate 
Expenditures for Current Expenseo 
and Interest $894,332,392, and Ag 
gregate Outlays $278,363,437—Aver, 
age Per Capita Expenditures Amount 
to $34.16. 


In 147 of the 227 American cities Oi 


more than 30,000 population the excess 
of 
expenditures 
for governmental 


costs, including interest and outlays 
for permanent improvements, over r 
enues during the fiscal year 1918 
amounted to $70,923,980, or $3.48 per 
capita. In the remaining eighty cities 
the excess of revenues over expendi- 
tures was $22,323,060, or $1.60 per 
capita. Taking the entire 227 cities as 
a group, the excess of expenditures 
o\ er revenues amounted to $48,600,' 
930, or $1.42 per capita. The net in. 
clebtedness of these cities averaged 
$77.53 per capita. 


The aggregate revenues of all the 


cities during the year were $1,124,094,' 
S99, the aggregate expenditures for cur 
rent expenses and interest, $894,332,- 
392; and the aggregate outlays, $278,' 
3Cd,137. Of the total revenues, $790,' 
577,487, or 70 per cent, represents re- 
ceipts from the various kinds of taxes 
The bulk of this amount, $705,723,158, 
v;as derived from, taxes on real and 
personal property. 


Liquor Taxes Decline Sharply. 


Of the remaining receipts from taxes, 


the largest item, $35,576,383, was de- 
rived from taxes on the liquor traffic. 
This amount is smaller by $1,398*000 
than the corresponding sum for the 
fiscal year 1917. Next to taxes, the 
source of the largest item of revenue 
is found in the earnings of public 
service enterpuses, which amounted to 
8116,494,645. This sum is considerably 
more than double the amount of pay- 
ments for expenses of public service 
enterprises, $55.174,480, thus leaving a 
net revenue of $61,320165. The bulk 
of the earnings of public service enter- 
prises came from water supply sys- 
tems, from •flhich receipts aggregated 
$90,139,705. 


Another important source of'revenue 


consisted of special assessments and 
special charges, the bulk of which 
were for outlays, aggregating $72,673,- 
785. This sum is appreciably smaller 
than the correspondingjimount for the 
preceding year, $83,195,596." For all 
the cities taken as a .whole "the per 
capita receipts from property taxes 
amounted to $2103, from other taxes, 
$2; from earnings of public service en 
terpnses, $3 39; from special assess 
ments and special charges for outlays, 
$2.12; and, from all other sources com 
bmed, $4.20. 


The expenditures during the year for 


goveinmental costs in these 227 cities, 
which aggregated $1,172,695,829, were 
in the order of their importance: For 
expenses of general departments, $690,' 
100,283; for outlays, $278,363,437; for 
interest on indebtedness, $148,997,629; 
and for expenses of public service en- 
terprises, $55,174,480. The amount ex- 
pended for outlays was 
somewhat 


smaller than the coiresponding sum for 
the preceding year, $286,529,990. 


The average per capita expenditures 


for all governmental costs, including 
interest and outlays, amounted 
to 


$3416, and for all governmental costs, 
including interest hut excluding out- 
lays, the average per capita payments 
were $2605. The payments for gov- 
ernmental costs, including interest and 
outlays, exceeded the revenues by $48,- 
600,930, or $142 per capita, but the 
revenues exceeded the payments for 
current expenses and interest by $229,- 
752,507, an amount equal to four-fifths 
of the total outlays, which aggregated 
$278,363,437. 


Cities About Paying Way. 


In other words, the cities of over 


30,000, taken as a group, are paying 
from their revenues all their current 
departmental expenses and interest, 
and four-fifths of their outlays. In all 
but four cities,the revenue receipts 
exceeded the payments for current gov- 
ernmental expenses and interest, and 
in 80, or 35 per cent of the total num- 
ber, the revenues exceeded the entire 
expenditures for governmental costs, 
including interest and outlays. During 
the preceding fiscal year the revenues 
exceeded the total expenditures in 90 
cities. 


The net indebtedness for the 227 


cities amounted to $2,661,451,218, or 
$7753 per capita. The net increase 
during the fiscal year, $59,191,152, was 
much less than the corresponding in- 
crease during the preceding fiscal year, 
which amounted to $98,846,896. 
The 


net indebtedness of New £ork City, 
§l,005,055,422,.is more than three-fifths 
as great as the total for all other cities 
of over 30,000,'and is more than seven 
times as great as that for Philadelphia, 
which stands second in this respect, 
with $136,183,943.

NON-MAGNETIC SHIP 


ON TRIP FOR SCIENCE 


Trace Devious Curves Which 


Magnetic Pole Lays Out for 


Compass Needle/ 


With enough provisions aboard to 


last two years and outfitted for a voy- 
age of 6,500 miles, the noted non-mag- 
netic ship Carnegie,.left Washington 
on a task of tracing through the lone 
spaces of the South Atlantic and Pa- 
cific oceans the devious curves whkh 
the magnetic pole. lays out for the 
compass needle to-follow. 


This is the fifth and probably the 


last trip of the Qapnegie on that er- 
rand,^-which has already, taken her 
through 200,000 miles of ocean .dur- 
ing the last .ten. jfears, and has re-
